he Iu an atterst to remove Giao from power, Tran Van Ly enlisted the nelp of 
the Queen other in an appeal to Bao Dai. The Jucen uobther threatened to 
leave Tue at once it Bao Dai did not replace Giao with Ly. This plan failed, 
however, because Gya0 hud the suport of the french, as wall as sone 
Pinaneial hold over Bao Dai. .fter coming to power, Giao secured a monopoly 
on the markets of Central Viet jam through cIguyen Huu Thi. Thi is almost 
the sole suyolier of all products coming into tue, especially rice and 
cloth. The profits fron this monopoly, anounting to hundeeds of millions
